If. a_proposal_of.a_local 
architect is accepted by the 
City of Columbus, one of 
the most frustrating traffic 
bottlenecks on the 
Eastside will be eventually 
eliminated. 

Broad St. at the intersec- 
tion of Parsons Ave. and 


Hamilton Park, is the target” 


of the proposal, offered by 
Charles Nitschke of 
Nitschke and Associates 
Architectual firm, 31 E. Gay 
St. “ . 

Nitschke,; appearing 
before the Olde Towne 
East Development Associ- 
ation’s monthly meeting 
Wednesday at the Broad 
St. Christian Church, said 
his ‘firm will “encourage” 
the city of Columbus to 
eliminate one-way traffic 
southbound on Hamilton 
Pk. East of Broad St. 

He brought out the point 
while discussing the firms 
plan for developing a com- 

_-mercial zone along 


Parsons Ave. from Broad 
St. to Bryden Rd. 

His firm was engaged by 
the City to develop a plan 


for restoring five block area 
to the viable business sec- 
tur it once enjoyed. 

To sedevelop the area, 
Nitschke told the group 
that it would be necessary 
to raze several existing 
buildings along Parsons 
Ave. He aiso indicated that 
approximately 14 residen- 
tial houses would have to 
be demolished for erection 
of parking facilities to 
accommodate potential 
merchants in the area. 

He also suggested that 
some home owners may 
decide to convert their 
property into office 
buildings once redevelop- 
ment of the area gets 
underway. 

The plan calls for a cen- 
tral parking lot, with several 
smaller parking facilities 
constructed between 
Parsons and Garfield Aves. 
A combination bakery and 
restaurant would be 
tocated at Parsons and Oak 
St. with various business 
enterprises along both 
sides of Parson Ave.; the 
plan suggested. 


Nitschke said his 


contract with the city called 
for_the-development_of_a 
study from the commer- 
cialization stand point. The 
residential area of Olde 
Towne, is bounded by 
Long St. north, Winner- 
/Witson Aves., east, !-70 
Freeway, south and I-71 on 
the west. 

Nitschke, in his presen- 
tation, emphasized that the 
Parsons Ave.-Hamilton 
Park-Broad St. bottleneck 
was not included in their 
plan. 

However, the elimination 
of the bottleneck would not 
only open up the traffic 
flow to the Parsons Ave. 
business sector, but it 
would also enhance 
business:in the Mt. Vernon 
Plaza complex, he said:

After discussing the case 
with Mrs. Parks, Valiquette 
said she contacted the 
highway patrol—and 
requested their investiga- 
ion. 

The Senator also 
informed The CALL & 
POST that Moore's father 
Samuel L. Moore, 3335 E. 
123rd St., Cleveland, had 
received a letter from an 
inmate at the reformatory 
asking him to-contact Mrs. 
Parks and warn her thather 
life- was in-danger. 

Moore, who was serving 
61% to 205% years for 
aggravated burglary, 
robbery, grand theft, 
felonious assault and 
kidnapping, entered the 
reformatory in May of 1978. 

Allen County Coroner 
Dr. William A. Noble ruled 
that the death of Moore was 
accidental. He said Moore 
died when biood clots 
blocked both his lungs, 
stopping his breathing, 
according to reports. 

Lima State Supt. Ronald 
Hubbard said, following 
Moore's death that the man 
had visible scars from cuff 
marks on his wrists, and 
prison guards indicated 
that he had been chained to 
his bed in the reformatory.

Supposedly, the costs of 
inflation to the State were 
computed into the original 
estimates of how much 
money was needed to 
continue existing pro- 
grams. This inflation 
factor, however, was 
applied rather selectively. 
The Department of 
Welfare, for example, did 
not figure into its estimate 
what it would cost to adjust 
grants so that recipients 
could keep pace with rising 
costs. 

It simply calculated the 
price of paying the present 
level of benefits for the next 
two years. Currently, 
Ohio's Aid to Dependent 
Children grants are only 
67.8 percent of the state 
standard of health and 
decency. General Relief 
grants toindividuats carbe~ 
as low as $86 per month 
and the State maximum 
reimbursable payment 
under GR is only $101. 

Gov. Rhodes has 
proposed raising ADC 
grants by 4.4 percent -- 
about half. the projected 
rate of inflation. In the 
Rriodes budget, General 
Relief payments would go 
up 10 percent -- from $101 
to $111 a month. The 


governor does not call 
these cost of living + 
adjustments; he calls them 
increases. 

Given the low level of 
public assistance in Ohio, it' 
is ironic that the Depart- 
ment of Welfare is 
expected to run a surplus 
of about $50 million at the 
close of this fiscal year. The 
extra money is due to 
overestimates in the 
number of families who 
needed public assistance. 

Instead of going to raise 
grants, the money will be 
returned tothe general 
revenue fund and accounts 
for 28 percent of a total 
projected surplus of $1785’ 
million. This surplus is— 
another source of the $1:5 
billion the State will spend 
on new and improved, 
programs—tike~intreased 
funding for education. 

The schools are hardly 
the culprit in Ohio's 
inadequate welfare system. 
Education itself isn't going 
to get enough money to. 
solve its very real fiscal 
problems. There simply 
isn't enough money in the 
general revenue fund to 
provide adequately for all 
the essential State 
services.

Why Editors 


One of the major reponsibilities 


of a newspaper editor is that.of 
rewriting and. interpreting news 
items submitted “by groups or 
agencies, so that the average 
reader can understand them with- 
out turning to an encyclopedia, . 
dictionary or Thesaurus. : 

Unfortunately, the news 
release is frequently loaded with 
so much jargon and senseless 
rhetoric, that neither of the above 
named word guides clearly define 
them. ; 

A recent release from the U.S. 
Air Force relative to the relocation 
of Rickenbacker AFB near 
Columbus, is a good case in 
point. It states in part:

Rickenbacker.

Don’t Get Sick; 
You Can’t Afford To 


Failure by the Congress to pass 
the Carter Administration's hos- 
pital containment legislation 
would be another cruel blow for 
minority, poor, aged, uninsured 
and unemployed persons. 

Minorities, on average, are least 
likely to be insured against spiral- 
ing hospital costs. They are more 
likely to have low incomes. And 
they..are_twice—as_likely to be 
unemployed. That makes them 
especially vulnerable to increases. 
in the cost of health care. 

And these costs are going up. 
Based on recent data from asam- 
ple of American Hospital Associ- 
ation hospitals, we know that in 
1978 inflation-fueling hospital 
costs jumped 12.8 percent. in 
comparison, energy costs 
climbed 8 percent, food 11.8 per- 
cent and the Consumer Price 

‘Index 9 percent. 

The realistic, flexible 9.7 per- 
cent cap on hospital cost 
increases proposed by President 
Carter would save the nation 
nearly $53.4 billion between 1980 
and 1984.Of the savings, $12.8 
billion.would be in Federal taxes 
and $5.9 bilion in state and local 
taxes. 

The savings would include $5 
billion in lower health insurance 
premiums for workers. Employ- 
ers would spend $15 billion less 
for hospital coverage -- savings 
that could be passed on to 
workers in the form of higher take 
- home pay. 

Also, the average cost of a hos- 
pital stay would be $500 less, and 
the deductible a Medicare patient 
must pay for the .irst day of hospi- 
tal care would be $44 less. 

Safeguards in the legislation 
exempt wage increases for ngn- 
supervisory hospital workers 
from the guidelines. They also 
prevent hospitals from improp- 
erly shifting poor patients to 
municipal or other hospitals. 


Nine states’ with mandated 
controls have proven hospital 
cost increases can be slashed. 
Average increases in these states 
were 9.9 percent in 1978 com- 
pared with 12.8 percent in all 
states. One-third of the nation’s 
6,000 community hospitals 
proved in 1977 that cost increases 
can be held to 9.7 percent or 
below without affecting the qual- 
ity of health care for patients. 

The hospital industry insists on 
being left free to voluntarily cut its 
cost increases to an acceptable 
level. Congress bought this self- 
serving argument last year. The 
12.8 percent cost increase in 1978 
proves it won't work.

FOREIGN POLICY TESTS 
LEADERSHIP

|. had the honor of being present at the 
Ceremonies surrounding the signing of the 
peace treaty between Egypt and Israel, and it 
would be hard to describe the extraordinary 
mood of accomplishment and pride that per- 
meated those events. t 
“The treaty provided the President with a 
badly-needed boost, especially in the area of 
foreign policy. Before his flying peace mission 
to Cairo and Jerusalem, the Administration 
had been hammered by criticisms of its 
policies.. . 
It was accused of projecting an image of 


weakness. it was charged that we “lost” Iran, . 


sold out Taiwan, and were buckling under to 
the Russians, The leadership role America 
played in bringing about the Mideast peace 
treaty has stilled those criticisms, but not for 


Other challenges to foreign policy leader- 
ship are in the offing. T h e Panama Canal 
Treaty has to be implemented with enabling 
legislation, a new trade agreement will go to 
the Senate for approval, and the SALT agree- 
ment limiting strategic weapons will soon 
bring another controversial treaty to the 
Senate floor. 

And that’s just in addition to the ongoing 
foreign policy decisions that have to be made- 


-on-China, on southern 7, on relations 
with the rest of the world. 

Lurking behind all of these decisions is the 
continuing cool war with Russia, a conflict 
that influences all of our relationships abroad. 

All of this boils down to the fact that foreign 
policy, once a matter of national consensus. 
and bipartiganship, is quickly becoming a par- 
tisan affair. That could be both healthy and 
dangerous. Healthy, because policies always 
ought to be faced with challenges and alterna- 
tives. Dangerous, because protracted 
disagreements could lead to an inability to act 
in our own best interests. 

Given the complexities of foreign policy 
development, I'd suggest some guidelines for 
the coming debate. The first of these is the 
need to avoid aggressive military behavior. 

The projection of a great power’s influence 
depends-on more than just military strength, 
although that is a good part of it. Those who 
charge America “lost” Iran are wrong because 
iran never was ours to win or lose. No nation 
can impose an ,unwanted government on 
another country that’s far away and 


determined to overthrow a corrupt and brutal | 


dictatorship. American policy had few realis- 
tic alternatives. 

Ask anyone who grumbles about the Shah's 
loss, of power what America should have done,

and you don't get a coherent answer. The rea- 
son is that the only available alternative-- 
military invasion--is unthinkable and 


unworkable. Or don’t we remember Vietnam? 


A second guideline ought to be the pursuit 
of detente. That has been the ‘mark of both 
Republican and Democratic administrations 
for the past decade or more. And there's no 
reason not to hew firmly to it. That doesn't 
mean we've got to let the Russians do wha- 
tever they want in areas of major concern to 
us. But it does mean we should avoid linking 
issues that shouldn't be linked, and avoid 
locking ourselves into a situation. in which 
we're always reacting to the Russians. 

A reactive policy is self-defeating. | don’t 
give the Russians the credit so many people 
give them. | don’t think we should tremble in 
fearover the pretensions of-a-country that 
can't produce wheat from the richest grain- 
lands in the world or make.a pair of shoes that 
don't fall apart. 

Realistic assessment of a potential enemy 
makes sense. But let's not become afraid of 
that potential enemy, or we'll risk defeating 
ourselves. That means we should have the 
strength to negotiate and confirm anew SALT 
agreement, since slowing down the arms race 
is in our own best interests. 

Finally, a sound foreign policy has to be 
based solidly ona nation’s moral and 
economic strength. America is a world leader 
not because there’s a CIA man under every 
dictator's bed, or because our Marines a re 
poised to invade anyone who disagrees with 
us, but because we've got the most productive 
economy in the world, along with the most 
skilled people. ° 

Continued racial friction, high 
unemployment, and urban deterioration are 
what will hurt us most in foreign policy. The 
stronger, more equal our society becomés at 
home, the stronger and more influential it will 
be abroad. That's a truism that should be the 
cornerstone of American policy. ~

Coming in the wake of the Bakke and Weber court 
challenges against affirmative action programs to help 
minorities overcome historical patterns of-discrimination 
in education and employment, the suit filed by Sears’, 
Roebuck against 10 government agencies has the effect 
of once again retarding our civil rights program. 

The suit alleges that federal laws, regulations, policies 
and directives that give these agencies power to seek an 
end to racial and sex discrimination have created such 
confusion and conflicts that it is impossible for the giant 
merchandising concern to comply with their orders: 

The NAACP regards the suit as not only highly unusual, 
but we feel it is a skillful public relations maneuver aimed 
at preempting impending action that the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission (EEOC) was about to take 
against Sears. One pertinent fact is that Sears filed the suit 
the day. that EEOC notified the company of its “failure to 
conciliate” on employees grievances of discrimination. 

No doubt, there is some merit to a number of Sears’ 
complaints. Like Sears, minorities have expressed con- 
cern over moves to play off women, who have their own 
proper lists of grievances, against them in complying with 
affirmative action mandates. Minorities are also con- 
cerned about the impact of the mandatory age retirement 
law. 

_ By extending the retirement law from 65 to 70, Con- 

gress has clearly reduced the.number of opportunities 
that would have been opened up to more recently hired 
minorities and women by departing older, white male 
workers. 

The veterans preference system very often also works 
to the detriment of effective affirmative action programs. 

But these problems, however, certainly should not 
hamper Sears' responsibility for placing its own house in 
order. Many of the rules and regulations about which 
Sears complains were created after the enactment of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act. 

Prior to that, there is no question that Sears, like other 
private and government employers, were discriminating 
against blacks. But largely through the efforts of its late 
Chairman Julius Rosenwald, Sears in recent years has 
been regarded as a friend of minorities. 

The fact, therefore, that progress was made in opening 


up opportunities to minorities in the last 12 years should ° 


only be regarded as evidence that, where there are laws, 
rules, regulations. and correct government policy, 
employers will take steps to end discrimination. 

For these reasons, the NAACP has called upon Sears to 
withdraw its suit. If this is not done, the Association is pre- 
pared to challenge the suit either through a direct 
counter-challenge or as a friend of the court. 

Clearly, the Sears’ suit is the wrong case because the 
suit, whatever else may be said about it, is an unwar- 
ranted,-frontal attack upon the entire apparatus designed 
to assure equality of opportunity in this land of liberty. 

Itis the wrong time for a leading and responsible corpo- 
rate entity in America to be initiating litigation that can 
only undermine the climate of affirmative action which is 
still in disarray because of the Bakke and Weber cases. 

\t is a. lawsuit brought for the wrong reason because it 
seeks to blame the Federal government for the ills in our 
society when the biame for discrimination based on race, 
sex, age, creed, color or other distinctions rests, in great 
part,on-U.S-society-as a-whole; including Sears-and-oth- 
ers'in the private sector.

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No Peace in Peace Corps 

A white Ohio summertime sunshine liberal has taken 
over the Peace Corps post from which psychologist Dr, 
Carolyn R. Payton, director of counseling at Howard Uni- 
versity, was fired last fall by the Carter administration at 
the insistance of ACTION Director Sam Brown. 

ACTION's black associate director, John Lewis, tried 
hard to save Dr. Payton, but failed. Then he tried to ensure 
the $52,500 position for another black, and was doing ok 
until Ohio Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste lost out in his guber- 
natgrial race. Since last November, the pressure has been 
on Carter to give the defeated Ohioan a top slot in 
Washington to keep him alive politically for the next Ohio 
governor's contest.” 

But what worries Diacks is the wolt-in-sneep’s-clothes 

_kind of politician Celeste is. They point out that he was 
reared in lilywhite Lakewood, a suburb of Cleveland 
where his father was the perennial mayor, Until recently, 
they say, Lakewood was one of those communities where 
blacks were not allowed after dark. 

How Celeste is going to perform as Peace Corps direc- 
tor in Africa and the rest of the Third World is a big ques- 
tion. On the other hand, Dr. Payton had served 
successfully as an official of.the Peace Corps in Latin 
America and the Caribbean when she was named to head 
the agency. 

Cabinet Post for Education? 

The Senate and House are in a fight over the proposed 
elevation of Education in the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare to Cabinet level. sd 

The Senate favors it, but the House; including many of 
the members of the Congressional Black Caucus, 
Opposes various stated reasons under the broad cover of 
“expanding the bureaucracy.” 

But when the cover is pulled back, there stands a little 
black woman hardly five feet tall, whois a giant in Educa- 
tion. She is Dr. Mary Frances Berry, assistant secretary of 
HEW for Education. She has both a Ph.D and a law 
degree, and has been provost of the University of 
Maryland and chancellor of the University of Colorado. 

If Education is raised to Cabinet level, who should be 
named secretary. Dr. Berry, of course. No'mention of her 
is likely to come up in the debates now going on, but she is 
surely there in the minds of many congressmen. 

And she’s in President Carter's mind, too. If he names 
her secretary of Education, he'll have two black women in 
his Cabinet, and NO black men. The thought has him 
scratching his hair thinner. 

: A Bright Note 

Those on welfare of one form or another must some- 
times wonder whether or not, their cause gets lost in the 
huge Department of Health, Education, and Welfare with 
140,000 employees. 

But it doesn't get lost because there is an administra- 
tive pipetine running from the White House-to the Wel- 
fare unit in HEW. At the White House end of the pipeline is 
a bright 26-year-old black Harvard-trained lawyer and 
government expert guarding the interest of welfare 
participants. He is Christopher Edley, Jr., assistant 
director of the Domestic Policy Staff. 

Edley is on leave from Harvard where he is a teacher in 
the Kennedy School of Government. Welfare is in good 
hands. The young expert's father is Christopher Edley of 
the United Negro College Fund.
